NARRATIVE IN SUPPORT OF APPLICATION 
FOR CATEGORICAL PROGRAM 
SETTLEMENT GRANT 

The City of Fort Wayne, through its Department of 
Redevelopment, received a Program Grant in the amount of 
$1,000,000 on January 1, 1973 for the Neighborhood Development 
Program (Project IND. A-14). A subsequent additional grant of 
$272,800 was approved by HUD on July 12, 1974. 

The approved budget on July 12, 1974 reflected an approved 
amount of $90,000 for project improvements. Due to the length 
of the project and the increased costs of relocation (1443) 
benefits, site clearance (1450), and administrative costs (1410), 
the expenditures budget had.to be revised in order to meet a 
financial close-out. Project improvements were reduced from 
$90,000 to zero. 

The East Central NDP area has one two-block parcel of 
land designated in the Urban Renewal Plan for low cost or senior 
citizen housing. The selected developer, Architonics, Inc./Pond 
Construction Company, is awaiting HUD conditional approval for 
a Section 8 project. 

At the time the Department of Redevelopment received bids 
for land disposition on the East Central area, the bid documents 
contained the standard HUD Contract for Private Development (Form 
6209, Parts A and B). Part B of the Contract stipulates the Local 
Public Agency will complete site improvements. The Department of 
Redevelopment has no funds to complete the required site improvements. 



No funds have been allocated in past block grant funds or the 4th 
Year Block Grant Fund Application for site improvements of the two 
blocks in the NDP Project. 

The Project is still in the execution phase under local 


law. 

The Department of Redevelopment has not received an urgent 
needs grant under 570.401 for the project. 

The City of Fort Wayne, through its Department of 
Redevelopment, are requesting additional funds under the Categorical 
Program Settlement Grants to complete the site improvements, consisting 
of required utility relocations and construction of sidewalks, curbs, 
and street lighting in order for us to complete disposition of the 
site to the developer of East Central Towers--a HUD-assisted Section 
8 Project with 221D4 mortgage insurance. 


Project Funding Needs 

Prior to initiation of the construction phase of the 
East Central Neighborhood Development Program--East Central Toilers 
Section 8 Elderly Housing--numerous site improvements (including 
utility relocation) will have to take place.

Land Sale Proceeds Statement 


The only property involved in the East Central 
Neighborhood Development Program is the site of the East Central 
Towers Project itself. Proceeds from land sales, less the expense 
necessary for maintenance and disposition, will be repaid to HUD 
in accordance with § 570.486. 

Minimization of Need Statement 

All possible efforts have been made on the part of the 
applicant to reduce the costs involved in site improvements and 
utility relocation. 

Efforts were made during the funding period of the 
Neighborhood Development Program to budget the money necessary 
to provide for site improvements and utility relocation in order 
to facilitate construction of the East Central Towers elderly 
housing complex. However, due to higher than anticipated costs 
for relocation, demolition, and administration, this budget item 
was reduced to zero. 

Status of Environmental Review 

An affirmative environmental review was conducted as 
part of the A-95 Review of the East Central Towers proposal dated 
April 13, 1978 and of the East Central Neighborhood Development 
Program dated March 19, 1974 (see attached exhibits). 





Request for Exemption of Use of Community Development Block Grant Funds 


The City of Fort Wayne requests that this settlement grant 
application be exempted from the expenditure of 20% of Community 
Development Block Grant Funds for the proposed project. (570.483 (b) 
(2) ) in view of the following factors: 

(1) This project is addressing needs already identified 
in Community Development Block Grant applications 
and the Housing Assistance Plan and CD funds have 
already been spent in meeting these needs; 

(2) Fort Wayne's Block Grant funds have been diligently 
spent in the strictest adherance to objectives of the 
Community Development Program; and 

(3) Fort Wayne is not designated as a "hold harmless" 

City. Therefore it has received significantly less 
CDBG funds than most other cities of comparable size.

Measures to reduce air pollution include, operation of heating units with 
either natural gas, oil or electricity, and the prohibition of burning trash on 
the premises. Collection of leaves in the Fall is provided by the City. Erosion 
and siltation control will be provided by proper landscaping upon completion of 
the project. Storm drainage systems are available presently to handle rainfall in 
the area. - Ch site, sewage and solid waste disposal facilities are to be installed 
and service for both is provided by the City of Fort Wayne. Presently, an Areawide 
Solid Waste Disposal Plan is being implemented by Allen County, and is intended to 
expand service throughout the county and to reduce the number of solid waste disposal 
landfill sites from five unapproved sites to at least one well designed and approved 
operation. Plans have been completed and are being implemented to double the size 
of the Fort Wayne Sewage treatment plant capacity in the next few years in order to 
provide for the expected growth in the Fort 'Wayne-Alien County Area. This expansion 
will easily accommodate the additional load imposed by this project. 

At the present time, an Areawide Environmental Control Ordinance is awaiting 
legislative action from Allen County, Fort Wayne and New Haven. The ordinance 
covers air, water, solid waste and noise. At the present time, the State Air 
Pollution Control Department is implementing a plan to establish air monitoring 
stations in the Fort Wayne-Alien County Area. A Federal air monitoring station 
is presently in operation in the area. Water Quality monitoring stations in the 
area are currently being operated by local. State and Federal agencies. Additional 
efforts to reduce pollution levels in the area are being carried out by the State 
through its permit system for air and water point sources. The project has received 
A-95> iieview by the Three .livers Coordinating Council and is compatible with other 
areas of Areawide planning. i
